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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  oe  the  Health  Committee 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Ormskirk. 

The  Health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  201  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  161  of  which 
were  cases  of  Measles  mostly  in  the  early  months  of  the  year. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria. 

The  Birth  Rate  again  increased  slightly  at  22.5  per  1000 
population  compared  with  22.0  in  1965. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12.6  per  1000  population  and  remained 
comparable  with  the  1965  rate  of  12.8.  There  was,  however,  an 
increase  in  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  of  19.2  per  1000  live  births 
compared  with  a  rate  of  12.0  in  1965.  This  rate  was  produced  by  10 
infant  deaths  compared  with  6  in  1965.  There  was  one  Maternal 
Death  giving  a  Maternal  Death  Rate  of  1.88  per  1000  live  births. 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve  and  a  further  156 
houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  all  by  private  enterprise.  24 
houses  were  recommended  for  demolition  or  closure  under  the 
Housing  Acts  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  a  further  103 
houses  were  found  to  be  unfit,  but  capable  of  being  rendered  fit. 
Some  progress  was  achieved  in  the  improvement  of  houses  by  means 
of  improvement  grants.  Two  areas  have  now  been  declared  im¬ 
provement  areas  in  which  some  76  houses  lacked  some  or  all  of  the 
standard  amenities  (hot  water  supply,  bath  or  shower,  wash  hand 
basin,  internal  water  closet,  food  store).  These  amenities  have  now 
been  installed  in  14  of  the  houses  and  a  commencement  has  been 
made  on  12  others.  In  addition  some  20  houses  outside  these  areas 
were  also  improved  in  this  way, 
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The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  maintained 
their  high  standard  of  work  during  the  year.  They  made  4,909  visits 
of  inspection  during  the  year,  of  which  2434  were  concerned  with 
dwelling  houses. 

Finally  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year, 
and  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.

SECTION  1. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

Area.  15,608  acres. 

Population. — The  population  according  to  the  1961  Census  was 
21,828,  but  the  Registrar  General  estimates  that  at  the 
middle  of  1966  the  population  was  25,190,  on  which 
figure  statistics  in  this  Report  are  based. 

Number  of  Inhabited  Houses.  At  the  end  of  1966  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses,  according  to  the  Rate  Books  was  8,267. 

The  Rateable  Value  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  £938,937. 
and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  was  £3,744 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Urban  District  of  Ormskirk  occupies  15,608  acres  of  the 
West  Lancashire  plain.  The  ancient  town  of  Ormskirk  is  situated 
on  the  highest  ground  in  the  area,  and  the  village  of  Newburgh  is 
pleasantly  sited  on  a  small  hill.  Burscough  is  a  small  town  three 
miles  north  of  Ormskirk. 

Three-quarters  of  the  district  is  rural  in  character.  The 
chief  interest  of  the  population  is  agriculture  or  allied  employment; 
indeed,  Ormskirk  is  locally  known  as  the  capital  of  this  large 
agricultural  area,  and  the  ruling  prices  at  the  weekly  market  are 
quoted  all  over  the  country.

Apart  from  agriculture,  the  chief  industries  include  a  brass 
foundry,  an  ironfoundry,  3  timberyards,  a  printing  and  bookbinding 
works,  a  flour  mill,  three  brickworks,  sheet  metal  works  and 
factories  for  the  manufacture  of  cakes  and  biscuits,  wooden  handles, 
women's  clothing,  fertiliser,  automobile  oils,  cloth  trade  accessories 
and  corrugated  board  and  containers.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  number  of  eases  of  infectious  disease  notified  to  the  Health 
Department  during  the  year  was  201.  This  figure  is  lower  than  the 
number  of  notifications  for  1965  when  213  cases  were  notified. 

Measles 

There  were  161  notified  cases  of  measles  during  1966,  compared 
with  197  cases  in  1965. 

Tuberculosis 

Respiratory.  The  number  of  cases  notified  in  1966  was  4. 
During  the  10  year  period  ending  in  1966  there  were  46  notified 
cases,  compared  with  163  cases  in  the  previous  10  years. 

Noil-Respiratory.  One  case  was  notified  during  1966.  In  the 
10  year  period  ending  1966  there  were  8  notified  cases,  and  in  the 
previous  10  years  24  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  eighteenth  successive  year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
have  been  notified. 

During  the  previous  eighteen  years  (1931-1948),  408  cases 
were  notified,  and  27  deaths  from  this  disease  were  reported  during 
the  same  period. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

A  total  of  515  children  completed  a  course  of  immunisation 
during  the  year  1966,  of  whom  446  were  under  the  age  of  two  years. 
A  further  635  children  were  given  reinforcing  injections  during  the 
year.

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SECTION  5. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  West  Lancashire  Water  Board  supplies  water  to  the  area 
mainly  from  deep  wells  in  Dark  Lane  and  Greetby  Hill,  Ormskirk 
and  from  the  Scarth  Hill  and  Halsall  Lane  pumping  stations. 

There  are  7  dwelling  houses  in  the  area  which  are  not  connected 
to  the  mains  water  supply.  This  amounts  to  .08%  of  the  houses  in 
the  district. 

Reports  supplied  by  the  West  Lancashire  Water  Board  with 
regard  to  samples  of  water  taken  during  1966  at  Dark  Lane,  Greetby 
Hill,  Halsall  Lane  and  Scarth  Hill  Pumping  Stations  have  been 
satisfactory.  The  Fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  less  than  0. 1  p.p.m- 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  have  three  sewage  disposal  works  in  operation. 
One  at  Blackacre  Lane,  Ormskirk,  one  at  New  Lane,  Burscough  and 
a  third  at  Westhead.  The  sewage  is  passed  through  sedimentation 
tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds,  the  surface  effluent  being  treated 
by  rotary  filter  and  discharged  into  brooks. 

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  employees. 
Four  motor  vehicles  each  with  four  men  and  a  driver  are  provided 
and  in  addition  a  vehicle  is  employed  part  time  to  carry  out  a 
separate  collection  of  waste  paper  from  shops,  etc.  Refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Burscough,  on  a  site  which  was  previously 
a  clay  pit. 

A  Municipal  bin  ownership  scheme  is  operated  in  the  Urban 
District,  whereby  replacement  of  defective  dustbins  at  private  dwell¬ 
ing  houses  is  carried  out  by  the  Council.  During  the  year  609  de¬ 
fective  bins  were  replaced  by  new  ones.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  premises  in  the  district  which  were  inspected 
during  the  year  was  1,746  and  the  number  of  defects  or  nuisances 
discovered  as  a  result  of  these  inspections  was  474,  of  which  402 
had  been  remedied  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Informal  notices  issued 
numbered  230  and  22  Statutory  Notices  were  served  on  the  authority 
of  the  Health  Committee  where  informal  notices  had  not  been  com¬ 
plied  with. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT— CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  provides  that  within  certain  limits  which 
are  prescribed  by  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations, 
1958,  and  with  certain  exceptions,  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  from 
any  chimney  is  an  offence.  Provisions  are  also  included  to  allow 
for  the  making  of  Orders  by  the  Local  Authority  (which  Orders 
must  be  confirmed  by  the  Minister)  declaring  an  area  or  areas  in 
its  district  as  smoke  control  areas.  There  are  no  Smoke  Control 
Orders  in  existence  in  this  district. 

There  are  nineteen  chimneys  used  in  connection  with  industrial 
plants  in  the  area  and  during  the  year  fifteen  smoke  observations 
have  been  made. 
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CAMPING  SITES— MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area.  Five  site 
licences  for  a  total  of  51  caravans  have  been  granted  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  district. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Routine  inspection  of  shops  in  the  area  was  carried  out  during 
1966  and  a  total  of  154  inspections  were  made.  Any  defects  or  con¬ 
traventions  which  were  found  on  inspection  were  dealt  with  inform¬ 
ally  and  in  the  main  all  matters  were  dealt  with  without  delay. 
There  are  318  shops  on  the  register. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Under  this  Act  shops  where  pet  animals  are  sold  require  to  be 
licensed  by  the  Local  Authority.  Such  licences  are  renewable 
annually.  There  are  two  such  shops  in  the  area  and  the  licences 
impose  conditions  regarding  the  comfort  and  treatment  of  the 
animals 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  boarding  establishments  for 
animals,  and  for  purposes  connected  therewith.  The  provisions  of 
the  Act  require  the  licensing  of  animal  boarding  establishments  by 
the  local  authority.  Conditions  prerequisite  to  the  granting  of  a 
licence  have  regard  to  accommodation,  food,  drink  and  bedding 
material,  provisions  for  the  exercise  of  animals,  etc.  and  the  keeping 
of  a  register  of  animals  received  at  the  establishment.  There  are 
three  licensed  animal  boarding  establishments  in  the  area.  Licences 
are  renewable  annually.

SECTION  6:  HOUSING 

Included  in  the  Council’s  list  of  applicants  for  houses  there  are 
approximately  140  families  resident  in  the  district  who  are  living 
in  rooms  or  sharing  accommodation  with  other  families.  There  is  a 
need  for  housing  accommodation  for  these  families  in  addition  to 
families  who  require  to  be  rehoused  from  properties  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

At  the  end  of  1966  the  Council  had  schemes  in  hand  for  the 
erection  of  72  units  of  accommodation  in  Burscough  and  a  further 
scheme  for  the  erection  of  101  dwellings  in  Ormskirk  was  contem¬ 
plated. 
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CLEARANCE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 


During  the  year  representations  were  made  to  the  Council  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding  24  houses  which  were 
deemed  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  These  consisted  of  5 
individual  houses  and  three  clearance  areas  comprising  a  total  of  19 
houses.  The  number  of  families  from  houses  due  to  be  demolished 
or  closed  who  were  rehoused  during  1966  was  13. 


IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  1  application  for 
discretionary  grant  in  accordance  with  the  Housing  Act,  1949  and 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958/1964  and  43  applications 
for  standard  grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act,  1959  and  Housing  Acts,  1961  /1964. 


IMPROVEMENT  AREAS 

The  Ormskirk  (Burscough  Street  No.  1)  Improvement  Area 
was  declared  by  the  Council  in  September,  1965  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  13  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964.  The  number  of  houses  in  the 
area  at  that  time  was  108  of  which  13  were  included  in  confirmed 
Clearance  Orders.  These  13  houses  have  now  been  demolished  and 
the  sites  cleared.  Of  the  remaining  95  houses  there  were  47  (31 
tenanted  and  16  owner-occupied  which  lacked  some  or  all  of  the 
standard  amenities.  These  amenities  have  been  installed  in  14 
houses  and  applications  for  grant  have  been  made  or  are  about  to 
be  made  in  respect  of  12  other  houses. 

The  Ormskirk  (Burscough  Street  No.  2)  Improvement  Area 
consisting  of  40  houses  was  declared  by  the  Council  in  September, 
1966.  In  this  area  there  were  29  houses  which  lacked  some  or  all  of 
the  standard  amenities  but  which  were  capable  of  being  improved. 

A  further  area  including  about  200  houses  in  the  centre  of  the 
town  is  being  surveyed  with  a  view  to  recommending  the  Council  to 
declare  it  an  Improvement  Area.

ORMSKIRK  MARKET. 

The  Ormskirk  Market  is  an  ancient  institution  dating  from 
April  28th,  1286,  when  King  Edward  the  First  granted  “  a  Thurs¬ 
day  market  and  a  five  days’  fair  ”  to  the  town  for  ever.  The  rights 
in  the  Market  appear  to  have  been  vested  in  the  Earl  of  Lancaster, 
for  on  the  29th  September,  1286,  those  rights  were  transferred  by 
the  Charter  of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  to  the  Prior  of  Burscough 
Abbey  on  the  payment  of  an  annual  sum.  The  alienation  of  these 
Market  rights  is  confirmed  by  the  Charter  of  Henry,  Earl  of  Lan¬ 
caster,  in  1339. 

The  rights  remained  vested  in  the  Priory  until  the  Dissolution 
of  the  Monasteries  about  1536,  and  after  its  surrender  to  King 
Henry  VIII.  by  Robert  Barton,  the  last  prior  (who  died  in  1553). 
the  Priory  was  granted  to  Sir  William  Paget,  K.G.,  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  in  1547. 

A  little  over  a  century  later  (on  the  23rd  June,  1670)  King 
Charles  II.  granted  to  Charles,  the  Eighth  Earl  of  Derby,  and  his 
successors,  the  right  to  hold  and  keep  two  fairs,  one  in  Whitsun  week 
and  the  other  at  the  end  of  August  in  each  year,  and  a  market 
to  be  held  on  Thursdays. 
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By  a  conveyance  dated  the  30th  day  of  September,  1876 
the  Rights  in  the  Market  were  sold  by  the  Earl  of  Derby  to  the 
Ormskirk  Local  Board  for  £1,000. 


The  Ormskirk  Local  Board  made  Byelaws,  which  were  allowed 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  17th  December,  1881, 
whereby  a  market  was  to  be  held  on  Thursday  and  Saturday 
of  each  week  throughout  the  year,  which  were  amended  to  pro¬ 
vide  that  a  market  was  to  be  held  on  each  week  day  throughout 
the  year  "  unless  the  same  shall  be  a  day  duly  appointed  for  solemn 
fast  or  public  thanksgiving.” 


Consequently  upon  the  amalgamation  Order  of  1931  whereby 
Ormskirk  Urban  District  was  amalgamated  with  the  Urban  District 
of  Lathom  and  Burscough  the  byelaws  lapsed  and  new  byelaws 
were  made  on  the  19th  December,  1935.  These  included  inter 
alia,  the  fixing  of  the  days  and  hours  during  each  day  on  which 
the  market  shall  be  held.  Regulations  as  to  the  use  of  the  market 
place  and  the  buildings,  stalls,  pens  and  standings  therein,  and  for 
preventing  nuisances  or  obstructions  therein,  or  in  the  immediate 
approaches  thereto.  Penalties  for  offences  against  the  byelaws. 
A  table  of  Tolls  leviable  in  the  market  was  incorporated. 

The  market  continued  to  be  held  throughout  the  war  years, 
although  on  a  limited  scale.  It  has  now  regained  much  of  its 
colourfulness,  and  each  Thursday,  Moor  Street,  Moorgate  and 
Aughton  Street  are  filled  with  market  stalls  and  itinerant  trades¬ 
men  of  all  kinds.  The  Saturday  market  is  limited  to  Moor  Street 
except  for  an  occasional  two  or  three  stalls  in  Aughton  Street, 
but  nevertheless  there  is  much  trading,  especially  in  home 
produce. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Health  Department  to  make  regular 
inspections  of  all  the  market  stalls  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
pay  particular  attention  to  those  stalls  selling  foodstuffs  each 
market  day. 
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
